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Applicant's augments filed on February 28, 2006 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

With respect to claim 9, applicant basically argues, on page 4, that Pombo et al, 
US Patent No. 5,799,256 (hereinafter Pombo), fails to teach or suggest using both of the 
reception state and the movement state for controlling the reception period of a control 
signal (i.e., a period corresponding to the control channel search period) as recited in 
independent claims 9, 12, 14 and 15. 

The examiner respectively disagrees with applicant's argument and interpretation 
of the Pombo. Pombo clearly teaches that both reception state and the movement state 
are used in controlling the reception period of a control signal (col. 5, lines 15 through 
col. 6, line 17, "The received signal strength (RSSI) for each base is detected and stored", 
"weighted table of signal strength samples", "After a predetermined time period, such as 
1.5 seconds, the handset periodically changes from the sleep mode to an active mode by 
powering up the receiver"). Note that measuring signal strength, which is the measuring 
of the reception rate, is performed and used in controlling the reception period. Further 
Pombo teaches that the movement state is used in controlling the reception period of a 
control signal (col. 5, lines 15 through col. 6, line 17, "Predicting user movement allows 
the mobile station 104 to eliminate unnecessary registration", "Predicing when the user 
needs to communicate allows the mobile station to enter a very low power mode or 
continuous sleep mode", "in distinction to the sleep mode, the mobile station 104 does 
not wake up periodically", note that the movement state clearly affects controlling the 



reception period of a control signal (col. 6, lines 7-17, "In continuous sleep mode ... the 
mobile station 104 does not wake up periodically ... to detect a control channel"). 
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
